Missionaries’ diaries tell of good works to win friendship, leading up to fateful meeting on the beach 


Among the effects of the missionaries whose bodies were found in the Cura- 
ray River were three diaries in which the men had recorded, step by step, the 
progress of their mission. LIFE herewith excerpts two of those diaries. One 
is by Nathanael Saint, pilot of the mission's plane and the other is by Peter 
Fleming. Saint's account starts by describing the scene at Shell Mera, the 
missionaries’ base camp, in an entry dated Oct. 2, 1955. 


Last night Ed McCully, Jim Elliot, Johnny Keenan and I were on the 
living room floor on elbows and knees poring over a map of the eastern 
jungles of Ecuador. We had just decided that it was the Lord’s time to 
try to contact the savage Auca tribe located somewhere east of Ed's 
Quechua Indian mission station. 

Later in the kitchen, over a midnight cup of cocoa, we decided that 
our efforts should be carried forward as secretly as practical so as to 
avoid inciting other nonmissionary groups to competitive efforts that 
would undoubtedly employ a heavily armed invasion party action over- 
land. This we fear might set back the missionary effort among these 
Stone Age people for decades. 

The actual search did not get under way until one morning in Septem- 
ber, Tt was around all, and the river valleys, whi 
usually camouflaged by light-haze-foliage combi 
distance. 'd been eying a blemish, barely 
maybe five miles away 
All told we must have seen about s and a few 
. Tt was an exciting old time... time we'd waited for. 

A couple of weeks later we flew down a little river and spotted a half 
dozen big houses with smaller ones around them, The most significant 
part of it was not the information gained but the fact that after so much 
fruitless searching we had located the first group and then a couple of 
weeks later we practically stumbled over the other group. It seemed to 
mean that now was the Lord's time to do something about it. We agreed 
to be praying about it and compare notes later. 


They decided that the first move was to fly over the Auca compounds 
and drop gifts. They planned to do this by circling slowly while suspending 
the gift on a long line which would be held stationary by gravitational pull. 
This they planned to do once a week, in the hope that the Aucas would 
come to welcome the regular visits. 


‘The first gift was a small aluminum kettle with a lid. Inside we put 
about 20 brightly colored buttons, obviously not for their clothes since 
they don’t wear any, but they do make good ornaments. To these things 
we attached about 15 brightly colored ribbon streamers about a yard long. 

Fifteen minutes’ flying brought us over the first clearings. About 15 
utes more assured us that we were over the house that interested 
us. We were about 3,000 feet above the ground. We could not see any- 
one on the ground, yet every indication showed clearly that the house 
was occupied. The house was about 40 yards from the edge of the stream 
and had a nice beach in front of it. A path showed that they used the 
playa [beach] frequently. The playa would be our target. 

We slowed the plane down to 55 mph and held the gifts over the side 
and hooked up the automatic release mechanism. Then we slowly low- 
ered it until well clear of the plane. We allowed the air speed to come up 
to 65 and began reeling out the line. All went well and we began circling 
at about 65 mph until the gift was drifting in a small, lazy circle below 
us, ribbons fluttering nicely. Still no sign of life below. The gift seemed 
pretty high so we started spiraling down. 

Finally it looked pretty close to the trees below. Time for the attempt. 
A couple of times it seemed that we snatched [the gift] upward just in 
the nick of time to keep it out of trees bordering the beach. We made 
about six attempts at this elevation. Then we held our breath while 
[the gift] lowered toward the earth. It wouldn't be ideal for it to hit 
the water and it was heading close... close... closer... plunk! 
It hit about two or three feet from the water, directly in line with the 
path to the house. They couldn't miss it since they probably got their 
water for cooking right at that spot. 

We had delivered the first gospel message by sign language to a people 
who were a quarter of a mile away vertically but, in a sense, 50 miles 
horizontally, and in a more real sense they were continents and wide 
seas away, for they had never been contacted by the outside world. 

May God continue to put His good hand on the project and may we 
drop it when not fully assured of His direction, At present we feel 


unanimously that God is in it, May the praise be His and may it be that 
some Auca, clothed in the righteousness of Jesus Christ, will be with us 
as we lift our voice in praise before His throne. Amen. 


The following Friday the plane went out again, with a machete as a gift. 


Our plan was to check the beach where we left the gift last week. The 
gift was gone. We started to circle 2,500 feet above the house, Ed all of a 
sudden let out a yell. We were seeing our first Auca, Pretty soon there 
were three of them, watching the prize that dangled below the plane. We 
let on down. Then splash... and a bigger splash. The machete had 
released OK and an Auca had dived in for it. 


The men still worried over the possibility of outside interference that 
might upset their delicate mission. To mask their activities they took circui- 
tous routes in their flights over the Auca settlements, They adopted such code 
names as “Terminal City” for the Auca clearing. Meanwhile the air drops 
went on regularly, one each week. In all, some 10 machetes, 8 kettles, 6 
shirts, 3 pairs of trousers and uncounted colored buttons and other trinkets 
were dropped in the 13 gift visits. The shirts, especially red-checked and 
pink ones, seemed-to appeal particularly to the leaders of the community. 
One of the most ingenious air drops took place on Nov. 26 when the men 
tried littering the treetops so that the Indians would chop the trees down and 
mate it easier for the plane to fly low over the settlement, 


In rummaging in the emergency kit we found a roll of Waldorf [toilet 
tissue]. We thought it might help to get those tall trees down and it 
would seem easy to drape it in the treetops. However, it rolled out about 
six feet and then the wind tore off that length and then the process would 
be repeated until there was a white dotted line floating down into the trees. 


On the ninth gift flight, Dec. 3, Saint and McCully got their first close 
look at an Auca. 


We checked the hilltop clearing. I could see someone was there. They 
turned out to be two women, young. We passed within 50 feet of them 
and for the first time looked full into an Auca face, She was good look- 
ing, with hair cropped to bangs in front. 


Meanwhile the missionaries had been learning some rudimentary phrases 
in the Auca language. And on another visit the Indians gave a gift in return, 


This morning we took off at about 9:15 with gift-wrapped machetes, 
axes and small knives and plastic items. [Over the clearing] we made a 
low pass to drop an axhead. We spotted the boss man in the red-checked 
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shirt, We dropped him a pair of pants which he caught out of midair 
(these fellows will be dre 1 like dudes before we get to see them on 
the ground). The big shots were clad in white T-shirts 

We made a couple of low passes, calling to them [over a public address 
system installed in the plane], “I like you, T like you.” While pass- 
ing low we saw one of the four big wheels [chiefs] holding up a 
packag lish and brown, We pulled up and climbed slowly. At 3,000 
feet I throttled all the way back, pulled flaps and settled into the quiet 
of a 45 mph glide while Ed got the gift overboard on the line. This we

TAME PARROT and a crude reed cage was an Auca 
present, has become favorite pet of Saint children, 
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Now that they had introduced themselves by air-dropping their portraits, 
hand-tinted because they assumed that the Indians would not understand 
black-and-white pictures, the missionaries decided that the time had come 
to meet the Aucas face to face. After an air search of the Curaray River 
they finally found a beach that would serve as a landing strip. They gave it 
the code name of “Palm Beach,” and prepared to land men and supplies. 
The first light into Palm Beach was made on Jan. 2. 


Ed and I got airborne at about 8:02 a.m, As we got within two minutes 
of the site the fog thinned so that we could safely slip down under it and 
make an approach. We went in, simulating a real landing, checked the 
full length for sticks and other hazards and pulled up. 
e came in the second time we slipped down between the trees in a 
p side slip. It felt good as we made the last turn and came to the 
sand, so I set it down. The right wheel hit within six feet of the water 
and the left 10 feet later. A moment later T felt it was soft sand—too 
late to back out now. I hugged the stick back and waited. One softer spot 
and we'd have been on our nose—maybe our back. It never came. 

We jumped out rejoicing in the deliverance. We ran up and down the 
sand, hunting the best course for a take-off attempt and removing sticks 
that could puncture a tire. Then I taxied back toward a take-off position. 

After a final check I let ‘er go. The sand really grabbed the wheels, 
but the resultant acceleration still seemed satisfactory so | hung on and 
was airborne in about 130 meters (about 40 or 50 before being over wa- 
ter) at about 30 mph. I held it down close to the water to gain speed 
and then pulled up steeply out of that hardwood canyon. 

At Arajuno we scrapped the scheduled list for flight #2 and took in- 
stead Jim and Roge and such basic equipment as was absolutely essential 
—like the walkie-talkie and a little more food. Johnny suggested soften- 
ing the tires to keep them up in the sand. 

We took off three minutes behind schedule. We circled once, checked 
safety harness and slipped down between the trees. The soft tires stayed 
on top of the sand much better and the sun was drying things out. 

Trip #3 took in a radio and some tools and the first priority boards 
for the tree house. Trip #4 took the rest of personal items and boards 
and more food. Number five took the rest of the boards and the alumi- 
num and a few miscellaneous items the fellows had called for. 

Thank God for the unusually evident blessing we have seen yester- 
day and today, Thank God for a good team and forbid that any man 
should fail to praise Him. 


Three days later, on Jan. 5, a fifth member, Peter Fleming, had joined the 
little group. 


All's quiet at Palm Beach. However, we feel sure we are being watched. 
Everyone had a good night's sleep in the tree house. They had a lighted

We walked toward the plane and showed 
it to them, explaining by sign language how the propeller worked. By then 
the Aucas were relaxed and showed no signs of fear, jabbered happily to 
themselves and to us, seemingly with little idea that we didn’t under- 
stand them. The young gir! was still childish though physically mature, 
seemed dreamy, rubbing her body against the plane and waving her hands 
in the air imitating the plane’s movements, 

Soon the fellow began to show interest in the plane and we gue: 
from his talk that he was willing to go to his house to call his com- 
rades. We put a shirt on him and he climbed in the plane with no sign 
of any emotion except eagerness to do his part. Nate taxied down the 
strip and took off while the fellow shouted all the way. After circling 
and shouting briefly Nate landed again, thinking to give the fellow a rest 
before making the flight to Terminal City. Nothing doing! He was ready 
to go right then—I guess he shouted all the way over and back and 
thoroughly enjoyed his trip. 

My theory is that he had been sent with the girl and her mother (2) 
to give us the girl in exchange for paring knives and beads, We are pra: 
ing that the others will come over and invite us to go over to their place 
—this fellow has seemed reluctant whenever we mentioned the suk 
and it may be he lacks the authority to invite us on his own. 


Their curiosity apparently satisfied, the three Aucas melted back into the 
jungle. What then happened is suggested by the cryptic notes, evidently made 
in preparation for later diary entries, by Pilot Saint: 


Heart heavy that they fear us. 

Saturday night I was wide awake at 1 a.m., thinking of the many ways 
we might have tried to keep our visitors around on Friday. T guess the 
thrill of being with them and of their casualness quite disarmed us of 
keen constructive thinking, Perhaps it is the Lord’s goodness that we 
had a quiet day yesterday (Saturday). 

Song and prayer service. Spirits high on playa. Put beans on to cook. 
Arrange shack for company. 

Arrange “sand table.” 

Fat lunch. 

Song and prayer service. 

Short flight—no men at chacra [compound] now. 

Going for bath now. 


This note, apparently scrawled out at noon on Jan. 8, was the last record 
made of the mission to the Aucas before disaster struck. Half an hour later 


Saint was talking to the base camp over the plane's radio. “We are hoping for 
visitors at about 2:30,” he said. “Tl call you again at 4:35.” 


He did not call back at 4:35. When his speared body was found in the river 
by the search party five days later, his watch had stopped at 3:12. 


SAINT'S LAST PICTURES were developed from film in his camera, found in 
shallow river five days after death. Top pictures show Delilah on Palm Beach. In 
center she holds drink while older woman fingers ribbons attached to gift kettle 
previously lowered from plane. Emulsion of last picture was damaged by water. 
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In their bereavement the widows who ha 
ered at Shell Mera showed the same fortitude 
and acceptance of God’s will that they had dis- 
played while serving at their husbands’ sides.

The widows felt no bitterness toward the 
Aucas.

A statement by the 
Editor-in-Chief of LIFE 


Tn view of the attacks made on Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles because of an article in Lire entitled “How Dulles 
Averted War,” I believe it is necessary and appropriate for 
me to make a few simple points. 

First, the article as a whole was not an “interview” and it 
was not cleared by the Secretary or any other official, The 
article was based on background conversation with the Secre- 
tary and on our own review of the historical record. 

Second, the article originally written by Lrre’s Washington 
bureau chief was much too long for publication. It was short- 
ened and edited, then approved by me. Responsibility for the 
published article, both as to substance and phraseology, be- 
longs to the Editors of Lire and to no others. 

Third, most of the attacks on Secretary Dulles are based 
on one paragraph of direct quotation from the Secretary con- 
taining the words “verge of war” and “brink.” Taken in the 
context of the whole article, there is nothing in Secretary 
Dulles’ words which is contrary to common sense. For the 
Secretary is stating in vivid terms the perils of appeasement 
which should be understood by free men everywhere. Never- 
theless our use of these particular words in the headlines 
was unfortunate in that they did not fully reflect the main 
emphasis of the lengthy conversation which was on the Ad- 
ministration’s vigorous pursuit of peace. 


Ever since its first year of publication in 1937 when war 
was already raging in Asia, Lire has devoted its major effort 
to helping its readers achieve a clear view of the World Crisis. 
We have always believed, even in darkest moments, that the 
crisis can be overcome. We have repeatedly stated that what 
is most of all necessary is realistic analysis of the facts. This 
is one of the principles which has guided Secretary Dulles and 
which we desired to make plain, That President Eisenhower, 
advised by Secretary Dulles, did avert war we have no doubt. 
And that their courageous action achieved other objectives 
is also plain as day. 

If anything in our account of the Secretary’s position caused 
any misunderstanding among our readers or the public, we 
heartily regret it. At the same time, we are bound to say that 
any fault of ours was furiously compounded by those who, 
for the moment, put prejudice or personal advantage above 
the best interests of the United States. 

The basis of American foreign policy remains clear. The 
New York Times put it as follows: “As constantly emphasized 
by both President Eisenhower and Mr. Dulles, the United 
States is ready to adopt every honorable course to avoid war 
and achieve a just and lasting peace. . . . But, as also empha- 
sized by both the President and the Secretary, the United 
States rejects appeasement and is determined to resist aggres- 
sion wherever basic moral values and its own vital interests are 
involved, even at the cost of calculated risk. Our Government 
further believes that the best way . . . is to make its position 
known in advance to prevent fateful miscalculations on the 
part of a potential aggressor.” 

That is the general theme to which Lire’s article gave con- 
crete and vivid meaning.

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DETERRENCE IS ONLY ONE FRONT 


Lire’s article on Secretary Dulles (see left) gave issue-hungry Demo- 
crats at home and uneasy allies abroad an excuse to accuse him of 
everything from tactlessness to recklessness. The partisan hubbub may 
continue until election. But let us hope Sir Anthony Eden’s Washing- 
ton visit will end the interallied hubbub, and start Western diplomacy 
moving forward again. 

Much of the hubbub arose from a misunderstanding, real or pre 
tended, of the allied policy called “deterrence.” Said Sir Anthony Eden 
last week, “If there is less fear of a world conflict today, this is due to 
the deterrent of nuclear weapons. Remove the deterrent or take risks in 
pretending that it is not there [our italics] and the world outlook would 
be terrifying indeed.” Thus there is no cleavage between British and 
American leaders over the realities of atomic diplomacy. Crities who 
call Dulles a “warmonger”’ because he operates with these realities are 
either ostriches or liars. 

As for the “brink of war,” which Sam Rayburn says is “too close for 
me,” Dulles is by no means the pioneer of its exploration, as Mr, Tru- 
man reminds us on pages 85, 86 of this issue. Would we be further from 
war today if Truman had let Berlin fall to the Communists in 1948? 

We live in chronic jeopardy. It is an age when war and peace, so far 
from being opposites, are two sides of the same clanging, brutal coin. 
Unless and until there can be some kind of international monopoly of 
the atom, the U.S. must continue to put its trust in deterrence, 
Meanwhile we can hope, as Dulles has often said, for a gradual change, 
not of the Soviet heart but of the Soviet understanding of what is 
nt for the Soviets. 

This change will come only if the Soviet threat is met on other fronts 
as thoroughly and as resolutely as on the atomic front. One such front 
is that of “conventional” combat. Atomic deterrence is irrelevant to 
that current tinderbox, the Middle East. The war in Malaya daily dem- 
onstrates that neither ground troops, propellers nor even piano wire 
are militarily obsolete. NATO has yet to fulfill its 1952 troop commit- 
ments, partly because infantrymen doubt their own usefulness in 
atomic war. But the Reds are prepared to launch nonatomic aggression. 
“Deterrence” must not rob us of weapons they have not forsworn. 

For changing these grisly conditions of our present “peace,” a third 
front is still more important. This is the moral, political and economic 
front. 

The alliance system which Dulles has extended nearly around the 
world is a good framework—but only if it is fleshed out with deeper 
political and economic ties. NATO by its charter was to become an 
economic and cultural as well as a military community; it hasn't. 
The Anglo-American alliance is happily solid enough to be taken 
for granted—but its power to wage peace beyond its own borders 
has scarcely been tested. 

Britain and America between them, for example, could long since by 
concerted effort have done much more to pacify the Middle East. Let us 
hope that even at this late date Dulles and Eden will think of something 
to do there besides warn us of war. Britain and the U.S. also still dom- 
inate the world’s economic patterns and can direct them toward further 
expansion or a new fragmentation. Why then has not that very first 
problem of a common economic policy—the full convertibility of 
dollar and pound—been brought closer to a solution? 


In defending him against his critics last week, President Eisenhower 
called Dulles “the best Secretary of State I have ever known.” The 
Secretary fully deserves this praise. He has handled the fateful issues of 
war and peace with consummate personal skill. He has raised a standard 
of international morality and justice. His task, however, and that of 
Congress and the American people, is the greatest ever presented to 
American foreign policy: not only to avoid atomic war, but to disarm 
and surmount Communism on fronts that range from distant jungles 
and factories to the shallows and abysses of the human mind. None of 
these can be safely left untended. Instead of quibbling over his past 
successes and well-guarded positions, therefore, let us support See- 
retary Dulles, and demand more of all our leaders on the many other 
fronts where progress is still to be made.

BIGGEST 
STOCK ISSUE 


Amid the noisy efficiency of brokerage firms across the U.S. a historic 
chapter in American business life was written last week. Fifty-three years 
after Henry Ford persuaded a few friends to invest in his struggling firm, 
investors eagerly snatched up the biggest stock issue of all time—10.2 
million shares of the Ford Motor Company. They paid $657 million for 
a 20.3% slice of the industrial giant Ford has become.

more shares than they had. One would-be buyer pursued a Colorado 
broker down a ski slope to plead for just a few shares. The initial price 
was $64.50 a share, but a lively resale market quickly developed. This 
was over-the-counter trading because regular trading on stock exchanges 
will not begin until about March 1. The stock rose to $70, then eased off. 

Net proceeds from the sale—$642 million—go not to the company but 
to the Ford Foundation. This is the great philanthropy which the family 
endowed with Ford stock and which has already given away some $900 
million, over half of it for U.S. education. Behind the sale lay months of 
negotiations involving the Foundation, the company, underwriters, the 
governors of the New York Stock Exchange (opposite page) who approved 
the stock for trading, and the government. At the center of it all stood 
the personable young man (next page) who is Henry Ford's grandson,

TURNING, MR. THOMAS REBUKES RIVAL RECTOR WHO CALMLY PREPARES TO LEAD RESPONSIVE READING OF A PSALM 


‘MR. MELISH, 
YOU ARE OUT OF ORDER’ 


Amid an unchurchlike babble and confusion two 
competing rectors sought to conduct Sunday serv- 
ices at the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Holy 
Trinity in Brooklyn. One, the Reverend William H. 
Melish, had five days earlier been dismissed from his 
post as assistant rector. The other, the Reverend 
Robert K. Thomas, had been chosen by the bishop 
of the diocese to preach in Mr. Melish’s place. 

When Mr. Thomas tried to lead the service from 
the pulpit, Mr. Melish from the altar led the congre- 
gation in prayers. Turning, Mr. Thomas intoned, 
“Mr. Melish, you are out of order” and called ‘for 
Psalm 118. Mr. Melish called for Psalm 28, In de- 
spair at the hubbub of both psalms being recited 


simultaneously, Mr. Thomas strode from the church. 

The trouble at Holy Trinity involves Mr. Melish 
and his father, the Reverend John H. Melish, for 
many years rector of the church. In 1949 the young- 
er Melish was accused of left-wing activities and the 
bishop asked the elder Melish to discharge his son. 
When the father refused he himself was dismissed. 
In the divided congregation the younger Melish kept 
his post as his case went through the courts. After 
the vestrymen voted to dismiss him this month they 
changed the church locks to keep him out. But his 
friends broke the locks to let him in, Mr. Melish 
says his discharge was illegal, while the vestrymen 
talk of an injunction to bar him from the church.

THE TRUMAN MEMOIRS: PART II 


FOOLING THE 48 
FORECASTERS 


Truman explains how, despite what he calls the ‘kept press and paid radio, 


he rallied his ‘dejected’ and split party to win presidency in his own right

F Thad heeded the desire of my family, I would have made plans 

to leave the White House at the end of my first term. I took 
no steps and made no moves at any time to discourage anyone 
from seeking nomination to succeed me. From a personal stand- 
point I had no desire, just as I had none in 1944, to undertake 
a national political campaign merely for the sake of gratifying 
private ambitions. I had already been President of the United 
States for more than three and a half years. 

The compelling motive in my decision to run in 1948 was the 
same as it had been in 1944, There was still ‘unfinished busi- 
ness” confronting the most successful 15 years of Democratic 
administration in the history of the country. The hard-earned 
reforms of the years since 1933 which insured a better life for 
more people in every walk of American life were taking perma- 
nent root in the 1940s. These benefits were still vulnerable to 
political attack by reactionaries and could be lost if not safe- 
guarded by a vigilant Democratic administration. 

I have been asked how I could have a part in a campaign for 
a fourth term for Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1944 against my con- 
viction that no President should serve more than two terms. The 
answer is simple—I knew what would have happened in 1944 if 
Roosevelt and his ideals were not allowed to continue through 
those extremely critical times. 

Again in 1948 there was no doubt as to the course I had to take. 

I felt that the years I spent serving out the term of Roosevelt 
prepared me to carry out our proposed program of domestic de- 
velopment and foreign security. I also felt, 
without undue ego, that this was no time for a 
new and inexperienced hand to take over the 
government and risk the interruption of our 
domestic program and put a dangerous strain 
on our delicately balanced foreign policy. 

It seemed to me that the only possible argu- 
ment the opposition could advance in asking 
the voters to turn the Executive Department 
cover to them in 1948 was a desire for a change 
after 15 years of control of the government by 
the Democrats. But the voters’ action in 1946 
had put a Republican Congress in legislative 
control, and in my coming campaign to per- 
suade the voters that the time for a change 
had not yet come, it was obvious that the 80th 
Congress would stick out like a sore thumb. It 
was my Exhibit A. 

The Republican 80th Congress, in control 
of national legislation for the first time in 14 
years, had managed to reverse the sound Dem- 
ocratic policies of collective bargaining, social 
security, rent controls, price controls and other

lege for the great majority of people. Instead the Congress had 
ignored the repeated recommendations of the President and had 
yielded to the pressures and lobbies of special privilege in housing, 
in prices, in taxes, in agriculture, in labor and industrial relations, 
in foreign trade and in virtually every other major field of na- 
tional and international policy. The 80th Congress, in short, had 
shown that the Republican party had always been, and continued 
to be, the party of special privilege. That is why I made it clear 
in every one of my campaign speeches that in reality there was 
just one issue for the people to vote on—the choice between special 
interests and the public welfare. 

I was sure that the American people would agree with me if 
they had all the facts. | knew, however, that the Republican- 
controlled press and radio would be against me. The figures showed 
that approximately 90%, of the press and radio opposed me and 
supported the other candidates. This was to be expected, as most 
were owned, operated or subsidized by the same private interests 
that always benefited from Republican economic policies. Even 
the segments of the press and radio which were not directly con- 
trolled by anti-Administration interests depended to a great ex- 
tent upon the advertising revenue which came from the wealthy, 
and often selfish, private groups. The power companies, for in- 
stance, purchased millions of dollars’ worth of newspaper and 
magazine space in which to attack the public utility program 
of the federal government. Other lobbies and pressure groups, 
like the National Association of Manufacturers 
and the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
were constant contributors to press and radio in 
the guise of advertisers and sponsors. 

My chief objection was not to the space and 
time which were purchased by the Republicans 
because the same were for sale to the Democrats. 
I did resent, however, the commonplace practice 
of distorted editorials and slanted headlines in 
the press and of outright misrepresentation in 
the daily offerings of the columnists and com- 
mentators. The worst offense of all was the ed- 
iting and distorting of the facts in the news. 

If the facts were presented in the news col- 
umns of the press and in the newscasts over the 
air, I was satisfied and paid no attention to ex- 
pressions of opinion or character assassinations 
by certain columnists and commentators. But 
the danger which I saw was the confusion of 
fact with mere speculation, by which readers 
and listeners were undoubtedly misguided and 
intentionally deceived. The attempts of the gos- 
sip and scandal columnists and commentators 
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were usually obvious and therefore of no consequence, but when 
the serious analysts and ‘tivory tower” critics strayed from the 
facts—as they frequently did—the public was in danger of being 
misled by ‘those in whom it had placed some degree of credence 
and confidence. It is common knowledge that the mere fact that 
a statement appears in print makes it credible to many people. 

It was my conviction that the major media of communication 
had failed in their responsibility to present facts as facts and opin- 
ion as opinion. It seemed to me that many owners, publishers and 
columnists of the press and radio were deliberately irresponsible 
during a time of extreme importance to the people of the United 
States and that they were not living up to the responsibilities at- 
tached to the constitutional privileges of freedom of the press and 
freedom of speech. As far as I was concerned, they had sold out to 
the special interests, and that is why I referred to them in my cam- 
paign speeches as the ‘kept press and paid radio.” 

Too many candidates have lived in fear of the press and radio 
and have courted their goodwill as if the outcome of the election 
depended upon it. But I had learned the error of this idea in my 
own political life. Any good politician with nerve and a program 
that is right can win in the face of the stiffest opposition. 

I was not brought up to run away from a fight when the fight 
is for what is right. Supposedly scientific predictions that I could 
not win did not worry me one bit. 

Public opinion polls had reached their peak as an American in- 
stitution during the summer of 1948. Several of these, such as 
those conducted by George Gallup and Elmo Roper, had estab- 
lished reputations for accuracy that were quite impressive, and 
many politicians, newspapermen, businessmen and labor leaders 
began to look to these surveys as a guide to their actions. 

Almost unanimously, the polls taken before the 1948 Demo- 
cratic convention showed my popularity with the American people 
to have hit an all-time low. This was a condition which resulted 
from the efforts made by the American press to misrepresent me 
and to make my program, policies and staff appear in the worst 
light possible. The charts indicated that | had gone from an ap- 

» proval of somewhere around 70% of the total population imme- 
diately after | had succeeded to the presidency to the neighborhood 
of 36% in the spring of 1948. 


‘Effort to drug the populace’ 


LTHOUGH the polls did not bother me personally, I was 
aware that some of the Democratic leaders were discouraged 
by the dismal picture being painted by the forecasters. I knew that 
1 had to do something about this concerted effort of the pollsters 
and the Republican-controlled press to drug the populace with 
their statistics and propaganda. Even some of my closest friends 
and advisers were counseling me to change my mind about going 
after the nomination in July. 

Early in May I had an idea—perhaps the only one that the critics 
admitted was entirely my own. In order to circumvent the gloom 
and pessimism being spread by the polls and by false propaganda 
in the press, | decided that 1 would go directly to the people in 
all parts of the country with a personal message from the President. 
It would mean riding thousands of miles by train and making 
talks at all hours at stops along the way where crowds could be 
assembled to hear the facts. But it was the only alternative. 

Two Presidents before me had undertaken tours similar to the 
one | planned. Andrew Johnson had ‘‘swung around the circle” 
between Chicago and Washington seeking support for his recon- 
struction plan, which was violently opposed by the Congress. He 
was treated unmercifully by the radicals and by the partisan press 
of that day and ended his tour discouraged and defeated. Woodrow 
Wilson’s trip across the country to plead the cause of the League 
of Nations in 1919 was another experience which ended in misfor- 
tune. When his health broke’he was unable to continue his appear- 
ances, and the train which took him back to Washington was vir- 
tually a funeral train. 

Like the tours of Johnson and Wilson, the one which I planned 
in June 1948 was to inform the people what the President and his 
Administration were doing in the face of the false reports that 
were being disseminated. | traveled all the way to the West Coast 
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LIKE ANDREW JOHNSON AND WILSON before him, Truman 
decided to “go to the people” to let them hear his case, As President he 


and back. I found renewed encouragement and confidence in the 
response that came from the crowds which gathered at all the 
train stops on this first tour. 

I tried a method of speaking which I had not used before, except 
‘on informal occ: ¢ 76 speeches which I made on this 
tour, 71 were “‘off the cuff. 

My first formal experience at extemporaneous speaking had come 
just a few weeks before | opened the whistle-stop tour in June. 
‘Afier reading an address to the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors in April, | decided to talk ‘‘off the cuff” on American rela- 
tions with Russia. When I finished my remarks about 30 minutes 
later, | was surprised to get the most enthusiastic applause that | 
had ever received from a group made up mainly of Republicans.

On May 14 I again tried my hand at speaking without a manu- 
script when I made a speech to a rally of the Young Democrats in 
Washington. A New York newspaper called the speech a “‘fighting 
one in the new Truman manner.” I decided that if speaking without 
a prepared copy or getting away from reading a prepared text was 
more effective in getting my ideas and feelings across, | would 
use that method on the trainside talks which I planned to make 
in the future. 


NE aspect of the situation in 1948 which dismayed most of 
my supporters and advisers was the threat of a split within 
the Democratic party over civil rights. The defection by some of the 
Southern states was something which I had anticipated, however, 
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REBELS, HUMPTY DUMPTY UNSEATED BY CRUMBLING “SOLID SOUTH” 


since I first took a stand as President on this greatly misunder- 
stood and misrepresented subject. 

The beginning of this splinter opposition dated all the way back 
to Dec. 5, 1946 when I had appointed a committee to investigate 
and report on the status of civil rights in America. I took this ac- 
tion because of the repeated antiminority incidents immediately 
after the war. 

1 asked for specific civil rights legislation in my message to the 
Congress on Feb. 2, 1948. And later I incorporated these recom- 
mendations into the 1948 platform of the Democratic party. 

The platform of a political party is a promise to the public. 
Unless a man can run on his party’s platform—and try to carry 
it out if elected—he is not an honest man. To me, party plat- 
forms are contracts with the people, and I always looked upon 
them as agreements that had to be carried out. That is why | was 
perfectly willing to risk defeat in 1948 by sticking to the civil 
rights plank in my platform. 

There were people around me, of course, who were anxious to 
prevent any sort of a split in the Democratic party, and efforts 
were made to soften the approach to the civil rights issue. I would 
not stand for any double talk on this vital principle. 

Every Democratic platform since 1932 has stressed the devotion 
of our party to the constitutional ideal of civil rights. But what 
aroused many Southerners now was that I meant to put this pledge 
into practice. When the Southerners saw in 1948 that I meant to put 
it into effect, they bolted the party. When J. Strom Thurmond, the 
governor of South Carolina, who headed the revolt, made his dra- 
matic departure from the convention floor in Philadelphia with his 
followers, he was asked by a reporter to clarify his position. 

“*President Truman is only following the platform that Roose- 
velt advocated,” the reporter pointed out. 

“T agree,” Thurmond replied, “but Truman really means it.” 

I never did believe that the great mass of Southerners had the 
same viewpoint as the minority Dixiecrat contingent. I was raised 
amidst some violently prejudiced Southerners myself, and I believe 
the vast majority of good Southerners understand that the blind 
prejudices of past generations cannot continue in a free republic. 
Much progress in civil rights has been made voluntarily by the 
South itself, and it was to help and to speed this progress that my 
program was designed. It was because they understood this that 
the reasoning people of the 11 states that had once formed the 
Confederacy did not withdraw from the Democratic convention 
and join with the splinter party. 


"The so-called Progressives’ 


HE situation which I faced in 1948 was without a comparable 

precedent in the history of American politics. I was confronted, 
not with one major defection in the Democratic party, but with 
two bolts of sizable proportions. In addition to the States’ Rights 
Democrats, there were the so-called Progressives under the lead- 
ership of another Democrat, Henry Wallace. 

Some honest and well-meaning agitators for peace with Russia 
at any price found in Wallace a spokesman for their point of view. 
There was, however, a sinister aspect to the Wallace movement. 
It provided a front for the Communists to infiltrate the political 
life of the nation and spread confusion. Without the conscious 
knowledge of many members of the new Progressive party, the 
Reds were working swiftly and skillfully to gain control of the 
nominating convention and to dominate party committees and 
the platform. 

Wallace himself, who seemed to have been transformed into a 
mystic with a zeal that verged on fanaticism, was apparently un- 
aware of the purposes to which the Communists were putting his 
“progressive” movement. I always felt that he was an honest man 
and a faithful public servant but that he simply did not understand 
what was happening. 

My nomination for the presidency by the Democratic party in 
1948 was also challenged by a third movement within the ranks. 
This threatened to develop during the spring into a full-fledged 
boom for General Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Among the chief agitators who claimed that I was not perpetuat- 
ing the New Deal policies of President Roosevelt were the late 
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President’s sons, James and Elliott, former Cabinet members James 
F. Byrnes and Harold Ickes, and Senator Claude Pepper of Florida. 
There were many others who felt that because the press and the 
polls made it appear that my chances of success in the campaign 
were falling away to almost nothing, someone else should get the 
Democratic party nomination. 

General Eisenhower, who was at the peak of his popularity after 
his brilliant military accomplishments of World War II, seemed to 
be the logical choice for those who sought a dark horse candidate 
to oppose me for the nomination. The professional liberals who 
were attempting to promote him as the Democratic nominee 
showed, however, that they were not familiar with the history and 
procedure of political conventions. When the President is sitting 
in the White House, the nation- 
al convention of his party has 
never gone against his recom- 
mendations in the choice of a 
candidate or in the formation 
of a platform on which that 
convention was to operate. 
When I had made up my mind 
to run, those in the party who 
turned against me could do 
nothing to prevent it. 

The boom for Eisenhower 
never developed in 1948 be- 
cause the general resisted the 
efforts of those who tried to 
change his mind. Actually, the 


the White House, and I was able to witness the major events in 
Philadelphia without leaving my work.

There was some question as to who the vice presidential can- 
didate would be at the 1948 Democratic National Convention. J. 
Howard McGrath, chairman of the National Committee, called 
me from Philadelphia and advised me that the key members of 
the convention could not decide on a candidate, though he said 
that most of them wanted Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas. McGrath asked me to try to persuade Douglas to accept 
the nomination. 

I had tried once before to interest Douglas in politics when I 
had asked him in February 1946 to take the place of Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes. Douglas said 
then that if I insisted he would 
accept but that he had decid- 
ed to make the Supreme Court 
his career. He told me he want- 
ed to discuss the matter with 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone. 
That day the Chief Justice 
came to see me and speaking 
in that gentle tone of his said, 
“Please quit disturbing my 
court.” I answered just as gen- 
tly, “You ought to let Bill 
make that decision.” A week 
later Justice Douglas came to 
tell me that he had decided to

remain on the Court. 

As he was leaving Justice 
Douglas said, ‘‘Did you know 
that you were my candidate to 
replace Wallace as Vice Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Roose- 


tary heroes. I asked him if he 
intended to run for President. 
He told me that he had no in- 
tention of running for the office 
and cited a letter which he had 
written in which he had given 
reasons for his decision not to 
run, In that letter, which had 
been released in January of 
that year, Eisenhower wrote: 
“... The necessary and wise 
subordination of the military 
to civil power will be best sus- 
tained when life-long profes- 
sional soldiers abstain from 
seeking high political office.” 

Eisenhower showed me this 
letter, and I told him that [I 
thought he was using good judgment. I said that I did not think 
he could add anything to his splendid career and that the only 
thing he would accomplish by getting into politics would be to de- 
tract from his reputation, just as General Grant did when he was 
inveigled into running. A political position, I told Eisenhower, is 
far different from a military one. The head of a military organiza- 
tion is not subject to attack by his underlings, but a President 
must expect attacks from every source. 

I personally felt that, regardless of Eisenhower's chances as an 
independent in 1948, the statement which most effectively summed 
up that situation was the one by Minority Leader Sam Rayburn, 
who did not go along with the move by the professional liberals 
to run the general for the presidency. Rayburn put it this way: 
““No, won’t do. Good man, but wrong business.” 


ROM the time I returned to the White House on June 18 
from my western tour to the opening day of the Democratic 
National Convention on July 12, I had little time to devote to 
active politics. For the first time, however, it was possible for the 
President to view the proceedings of the convention on television in 


velt in 1944?” ‘Did you know 
who my candidate was?” | 
asked him. Douglas answered, 
“Yes, it was Jimmy Byrnes. I 
think my judgment on that was 
better than yours.” 

After the message from Mc- 
Grath, requesting me to name 
a candidate for Vice President, 
I put through a telephone call 
to Justice Douglas at a camp 
16 miles from Lostine, Ore., 
where he was vacationing. 1 
told Douglas | wanted him on 
the ticket with me as Vice Presi- 
dent. The telephone connec- 
tion was bad and all I could 
make out clearly was that he 
wanted to talk it over with his family and:friends and that he 
would telephone me from Portland, Ore. the next day. The fol- 
lowing day, which was a Saturday, Douglas telephoned. We talked 
for about 10 minutes and Douglas asked if he could not give his 
final answer on Monday. Douglas said, “*I would like to do it, 
though I had made up my mind, as I said two years ago, to remain 
on the Supreme Court.” I told him I would wait until Monday. 
On Monday Douglas called me and said, ‘I am very sorry, but 
I have decided not to get into politics. | do not think I should 
use the Court as a stepping stone.” I replied, ‘1 am disappointed. 
That's too bad.” 

At about the time I received Douglas’ refusal to run on the 
ticket, the Senate Minority Leader, Senator Barkley, called me 
from Philadelphia. Leslie Biffle, the Secretary of the Senate, was 
on the phone with Barkley, but it was the senator from Kentucky 
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himself who asked me if I would object if he tried to be named for 
Vice President. Biffle then added that he felt sure Barkley could 
be nominated if I agreed. 

“Why didn’t you tell me you wanted to be Vice President?” I 
said to Barkley. ‘It’s all right with me.” 

My approval of Barkley as a running mate was not a matter of 
sudden impulse. I had long respected him as one of the ablest 
debaters on the floor of the Senate. He was a hard-working, hon- 
est politician and one of the most popular men in the Democratic 
party. As a thoroughly acceptable candidate to the South, Barkley 
made an ideal partner to run with me in 1948. 

On July 14 I boarded the presidential train with my family and 
members of the White House staff. Over the radio, while en route 
to Philadelphia, I heard Governor Donnelly as he nominated me 
with a magnificent speech, and after arriving in Philadelphia and 
having dinner on the train, I left with members of my party for 
Convention Hall. 

When I arrived the convention was locked in last-minute argu- 
ment, and the voting had not yet begun. Barkley and I were ush- 
ered into a special suite on the floor beneath the convention. It 
was a small group of rooms which were used as dressing rooms for 
show performers, and there was a balcony overlooking the city 
of Philadelphia. 


A pause for reflection 


T was a hot, clammy night, though it was pleasant on the bal- 

cony. And as I sat there waiting for the final business of the con- 
vention to come to a close and for the signal that would call me to 
appear to accept the nomination, I let my mind run back, as I 
frequently do, over America’s century and a half of political life. I 
was forced to wait for four long hours on that balcony, and so had 
time for reflection. Furthermore the setting was strangely quiet, 
and I seemed far removed from the turmoil and the hubbub of the 
convention within the crowded hall. 

At about 2 o'clock in the morning the signal came. The conven- 
tion was ready to hear my acceptance of the nomination for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

I was escorted to the convention floor above and onto the speak- 
er’s platform. The huge hall was packed with weary, perspiring 
delegates who had spent three days and nights in bedlam. They 
were still capable of making noise, however, and they greeted me 
with thundering applause. 

But it was clear to me that the work of the opposition in propa- 
gandizing against my chances of winning—plus the splintering 
within our own party—had taken its toll. The Democratic party 
was dispirited and dejected. I meant to give them something to 
cheer about and something to campaign for. 

Barkley, who had accompanied me to the platform, made a 
short acceptance speech first. Then I was introduced. I had studied 
the acceptance speeches of two or three other Presidents, princi- 
pally Roosevelt's, and had made up my mind that I would spring 
my first big surprise of the campaign in that speech. 

It took only a sentence to bring the delegates to their feet. That 
was when I said, ‘‘Senator Barkley and I will win this election and 
make these Republicans like it—don’t you forget that.” I meant 
just that, and I said it as if I meant it. 

The Democrats had been waiting to hear somebody say positive- 
ly that we were going to win, and the effect on them was electric. I 
made a tough, fighting speech. I recited the benefits that had been 
won by the Democratic administrations for the people. I listed in 
detail the failures of the Republican-controlled Congress and I did 
not pull any punches. Then, toward the end of the-speech, I played 
my trump card. I announced: ‘On the 26th day of July, which out 
in Missouri we call ‘Turnip Day,’* I am going to call Congress 
back and ask them to pass laws to halt rising prices, to meet the

invention after 
the keynote address that clinched his nomination for Vice President. 


housing crisis—which they are saying they are for in their platform. 

“At the same time, I shall ask them to act upon other vitally 
needed measures, such as aid to education, which they say they 
are for; a national health program; civil rights legislation, which 
they say they are for; an increase in the minimum wage, which I 
doubt very much they are for; extension of the Social Security 
coverage and increased benefits, which they say they are for. ... 

“I shall ask for adequate and decent laws for displaced persons 
in place of this anti-Semitic, anti-Catholic law which this 80th 
Congress passed. 

“Now, my friends, if there is any reality behind that Republican 
platform, we ought to get some action from a short session of the 
80th Congress. They can do this job in 15 days, if they want to do 
it. They will still have time to go out and run for office.” 

This announcement of a special session of the Congress electri- 
fied the convention to a new pitch of enthusiasm. 

Of course, I knew that the special session would produce no 
results in the way of legislation. But I felt justified in calling the 
Congress back to Washington to prove to the people whether the

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Republican platform really meant anything or not. I knew they 
would run out on their platform. 

Just as I had predicted, the ‘Turnip Day” session of the Con- 
gress came and went without any response to my demands for con- 
structive legislation promised by the Republican party platform. 
After two weeks of doing nothing, the special session adjourned. 

I picked Labor Day, which was on Sept. 6, to sound the starting 
gun of my bid for the presidency. The Labor Day speech at Cadil- 
lac Square in Detroit set the pace for the campaign speeches which 
were to follow. “As you know,” I told a nationwide audience, ‘‘I 
speak plainly sometimes. In fact, I speak bluntly sometimes. I am 
going to speak plainly and bluntly today. These are critical times 
for labor and for all who work. There is great danger ahead. Right 
now, the whole future of labor is wrapped up in one simple propo- 
sition. 

“Tf, in this next election, you get a Congress and an administra- 
tion friendly to labor, you have much to hope for. If you get an 
administration and a Congress unfriendly to labor, you have much 
to fear, and you had better look out. 

There were more than 100,000 people massed in Cadillac Square, 
and I was encouraged by their response. 


‘Tm going to give them hell’ 


N Sept. 17 I began an extended tour. I had warned my staff and 

the reporters that I was going out to win theelection. “I’m going 

to fight hard,” I told Senator Barkley. “I’m going to give them hell.” 

At first the critics referred to my tour as a “‘one-man circus” and 

called it less efficient and less dignified than the campaign being put 

on by the Republicans. But as the crowds grew larger and larger 

and more people flocked to my train than showed up around the 
Dewey train, our opponents began to get worried. 

The trip across Ohio from Cincinnati to Cleveland was made in 
the daytime through a whole string of little towns, and the crowds 
there were immense. Former Governor Lausche, who was a candi- 
date for the governorship of Ohio, got on the train just south of 
Columbus, intending to get off again at Columbus. At that little 
town where Lausche got on there was a crowd of from six to eight 
thousand people, and at the next one the crowd was even larger. 
At Columbus the crowd was so big they could not even get into 
the station. 

“Is this the way all the crowds have been?” the governor asked. 

“Yes,” I said, ‘but this is smaller than we had in most states. 

“Well,”’ he said, ‘this is the biggest crowd I ever saw in Ohio,” 
and he rode on to Cleveland with us. He gave our ticket hisfullest 
support. 


It was quite a campaign. I worked my staff almost to death. I 
believe that at one time or another I put them all to bed, and despite 
its long hours and hard work I gained weight in the campaign. I 
worked the reporters very hard too. 

The technique which I used at the whistle stops was simple and 
straightforward. There were no special gimmicks or oratorical de- 
vices. I refused to be coached. I simply told the people in my own 
language that they had better wake up to the fact that it was their 
fight. If they did not get out and help me win this fight, | empha- 
sized, the Republicans would soon be giving the farmers and the 
workers the little end of the stick again. 

1 also clarified the issues which the Republicans were trying to 
make complex for the voters. I talked to them as human beings with 
real needs and feelings and fears. I talked to them about their jobs, 
their homes and the cost of living. I treated them not like crowds of 
people but like businessmen, tenant farmers, housewives, married 
veterans, laboring men, teachers—individuals with interests for 
whom I, as President, had a genuine concern. 

One of the things which I tried to keep out of the campaign was 
foreign policy. I even asked that a teletype machine be set up on the 
Dewey train so that the Republican candidate personally could be

ORIGIN OF THE MARSHALL PLAN 


N April 26, 1947 when Secretary Marshall returned from the 
Moscow Conference of Foreign Ministers, he arrived in a pes- 
simistic mood. He had gone to Moscow with the hope that he 
could persuade the Russians that the United States was work- 
ing for peace. The Russians, however, were interested only in 
their own plans, and were coldly determined to exploit the help- 
less condition of Europe to further Communism rather than co- 
operate with the rest of the world. Marshall's report confirmed 
my conviction that there was no time to lose in finding a method 
for the revival of Europe. 
General Marshall is one of the most astute and profound men 
I have ever known. Whenever any problem was brought before 
him, he seemed to be able to put his finger at once on the very 
basic approach that later would usually be proposed by the staff 
as the best solution. He talked very little but listened carefully 
to everything that was said. Sometimes he would sit for an hour 
with little or no expression on his face, but when he had heard 
enough, he would come up with a statement of his own that in- 
variably cut to the very bone of the matter under discussion. 
As Secretary of State, Marshall had to listen to more staff 
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talk than when he was Chief of Staff. He would listen for a 
long time without comment, but when the debates between mem- 
bers of his staff seemed destined to go on interminably and he 
could stand it no longer, he would say, ‘‘Gentlemen, don’t fight 
the problem; decide it.” 

Dean Acheson told me a characteristic story about Marshall 
when he first took over as Secretary of State. Marshall had asked 
Dean Acheson to stay on as Undersecretary and said, ‘‘I want 
the most complete and blunt truths from you, particularly about 
myself.” Dean Acheson replied, “Do you, General?” “Yes,” Mar- 
shall said, “I have no feelings except a few which I reserve for 
Mrs. Marshall.” 

Marshall perceived the importance of the economic unity of 
Europe. If the nations of Europe could be induced to develop 
their own solution of Europe’s economic problems viewed as a 
whole and tackled cooperatively, rather-than as separate national 
problems, United States aid would be more effective and the 
strength of a recovered Europe would be better sustained. 

This idea, as an approach to the European problem, was first 
expressed in public at Cleveland, Miss. on May 8, 1947, when 


informed on all the foreign developments as they progressed. I saw 
to it that Dewey received important messages that came to me on 
the subject of international affairs. 

There were many danger spots in our foreign relations at the 
time. The United Nations was being subverted by the Russians into 
a propaganda sounding board, and our normal diplomatic chan- 
nels were being stified and frustrated by Russian truculence. In the 
meantime the Wallace Progressives were gathering steam with their 
shrill campaign of “warmongers” which they directed at both major 
parties. This made for a further irritant in an already bad situation. 

It was for these reasons that I found it necessary to interrupt my 
scheduled activities right at the height of the campaign so as to 
work out some new approach to the Kremlin in an effort to ease 
the tensions and to get on with our many unfinished negotiations 
with the Russians. I thought of sending Chief Justice Fred M. Vin- 
son [appointed June 6, 1946 after Stone’s death; Truman partic- 
ularly admired his ‘‘ability to see clearly through a situation as it 
arose”] on a special mission to Moscow. 

I telephoned Justice Vinson on Sunday, Oct. 3 and asked him to 
meet with me on a most urgent matter. When Vinson came to the 
White House, I outlined to him what I had in mind. When [

finished he remained silent for a considerable time. When he spoke 
he said he fully understood the gravity of the situation, and that he 
wished he could undertake this crucial mission, but that if the de- 
cision were left solely to him, he would be compelled to decline. 
Vinson held that the Justices should confine themselves to their 
court duties and stay out of all side activities, especially in a polit- 
ical year, and he added that he, as Chief Justice, could not break 
his own rule, even on a matter of such overriding importance. I 
then waited for Vinson to say what I knew he would. 

“Mr. President,” he said, ‘tas Chief Justice I must decline to 
undertake this mission to Moscow. But if you make it as a presi- 
dential request, I shall have a clear duty to comply.” 

“Tam sorry, Fred, to do this to you,” I said to him, “‘but in the 
interest of the country and the peace of the world I am compelled 
to request you to go.” 

Vinson’s response was, “I'll be ready in a few days.” 

I hoped that Vinson’s mission, as an off-channel approach to 
Stalin, might expose the Russian dictator to a better understanding 
of our attitude as a people and of our nation’s peaceful aspirations 
for the whole world. I had a feeling that Stalin might get over some 
of his inhibitions if he were to talk with our own Chief Justice. 

I asked Vinson to point out to Stalin that the folly and tragedy 
of another war would amount to an act of national suicide. Play it 
by ear, I said to Vinson. Let Stalin see clearly from the outset that 
this is no probing maneuver. Make it clear that this is on the highest 
level of frankness—a free, uninhibited expression of attitudes, 
doubts, fears, suspicions and perhaps even ambitions. 

Of course, if the Russians were hell-bent for communizing and 
dominating the world on a rule or ruin basis, there was little we 
could do by the negotiation route. Even then we had to exhaust 
every conceivable avenue of approach. 

But before the complicated international machinery could be 
coordinated and all clearances obtained, there was an unfortunate 
leak to an unfriendly newspaper, and a big outcry of ‘‘appease- 
ment,” “politics,” ‘unilateral action” was picked up by other news- 
papers and press services. Most of the outcry by the press was, as 
usual, the result of poor information, half-truths and deliberate dis- 
tortion of the facts. 

Following the premature publication of the proposed Vinson mis- 
sion to Moscow, a number of complications set in that compelled 
me to reconsider the advisability of this mission. 


S the campaign gathered speed, I stepped up my schedule of 
the whistle stops. In all I traveled about 31,700 miles and de- 
livered more than 300 speeches—356 to be exact. I campaigned 

for 35 days. On one single day I delivered 16 speeches.

‘TO PLACE EUROPE ON ITS FEET’ 


Undersecretary of State Dean Acheson delivered what might be 
called the prologue to the Marshall Plan. 

Acheson’s speech did not receive the attention it deserved at 
the time, although it contained the beginning of the proposal later 
made at Harvard by Secretary Marshall. On June 5, 1947 the Sec- 
retary of State outlined to a commencement audience a course of 
action for dealing with the European crisis. 

This was a speech that was typical of the man. It was matter- 
of-fact and without oratorical flourishes, compact and to the 
point: ‘*. . . Our policy is directed not against any country or 
doctrine but against hunger, poverty, desperation and chaos. . . . 
Any government that is willing to assist in the task of recovery 
will find full cooperation . . . on the part of the United States 
Government. Any government which maneuvers to block the re- 
covery of other countries cannot expect help from us. . . . It would 
be neither fitting nor efficacious for this government to under- 
take to draw up unilaterally a program designed to place Europe 
on its feet economically. . . . The initiative, I think, must come 
from Europe... .” 

I had referred to the idea as the ‘‘Marshall Plan” when it was 


discussed in staff meetings because I wanted General Marshall to 
get full credit for his brilliant contributions to the measure which 
he helped formulate. And it was Marshall who had envisioned 
the full scope of this approach. 

On Dec. 19, 1947, I sent a message to Congress setting forth 
the part the United States should play in a comprehensive plan 
for the recovery of Europe. 

This whole thing was to be done, I advised the Congress, in 
the expectation that European recovery could be substantially 
completed in about four years. 

Congress acted on my request as quickly as it was possible for 
it to act. Three and one half months later, on April 3, 1948, I 
signed the European Recovery Act passed by Congress. Two days 
later I announced the appointment of Paul G. Hoffman as Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administrator with Cabinet rank. 

The job of economic rehabilitation was successfully accom- 
plished at far less cost than had been anticipated. I had told 
the Congressional leaders that 17 billions of dollars over a four- 
year period would do the job of economic rehabilitation success- 
fully. Thirteen billions did it.

My one-man crusade took effect. The people responded with in- 
creasing enthusiasm as the day of election neared. I never doubted 
that they would vote for me, although my advisers were still not 
optimistic and the polls continued to hack away at my chances 
of getting elected. 

At 4:30 in the afternoon on election day, Jim Rowley and Henry 
Nicholson, who were first and second in command of the White 
House Secret Service detail, drove with me from my home down 
to the Elms Hotel at Excelsior Springs, Mo., a resort about 30 
miles northeast of Kansas City. We had slipped away from the re- 
porters who spent the rest of the night trying to find me. They kept 
telephoning my family at Independence hoping to get some infor- 
mation. At Excelsior Springs, after taking a Turkish bath, I went 
upstairs to my room at 6:30, had a ham sandwich and a glass of 
milk, turned on the radio to listen to some of the eastern returns 
and then went to bed. I was reported some thousands ahead. 

T awoke at midnight and again listened to the radio broadcast of 
Mr. H. V. Kaltenborn. I was about 1.2 million ahead on the count 
but according to this broadcaster was still undoubtedly beaten. 

About 4 o’clock in the morning, Rowley came into my room and 
advised me to tune in again on Kaltenborn’s broadcast. I did so 
and learned that I was over two million ahead, but the commentator 
continued to say he couldn’t see how I could be elected. 

I told Rowley and Nicholson that we had better go back to 
Kansas City because it looked very much as if we were in for 
another four years, and we arrived in Kansas City at about 6 
o’clock Wednesday morning, Nov. 3. At 10:30 I received a tele- 
gram from Governor Dewey congratulating me on my election. 

The final figures showed that I had received 24,105,695 votes, 
carrying 28 states. Dewey had 21,969,170 votes, carrying 16 states. 
Wallace and Thurmond polled slightly over one million each. I lost 
four of the Southern states to the Dixiecrats—South Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama and Louisiana. But I carried all 13 of the coun- 
try’s biggest cities and the seven large agricultural states—Missouri, 
California, Iowa, Illinois, Texas, Minnesota and Wisconsin. If it 
had not been for the half-million American Labor party votes 
which went to Wallace in New York State, I would have beaten 
Dewey in his own state by a majority of about 300,000. As it was, 
he carried New York by only 61,000 votes. 

The 1948 election proved the pollsters and forecasters so wrong 
and unreliable that to this day their reputations have not been 
fully restored and their influence is much reduced. 

It was a historic victory for the party. The greatest achievement 
was winning without the extreme radicals in the party and without 
the Solid South. It is customary for a politician to say that he 
wants all the votes he can get, but I was happy and pleased to be 
elected to the presidency by a Democratic party that did not de- 
pend upon either the extreme left wing or the Southern bloc. 


LAST LAUGH on press opposition was Truman’s as he displayed an 
election-night Chicago Tribune prematurely headlining Dewey victory. 


My long campaign against the 80th Congress had convinced the 
voters that a turnover was necessary, and I was given an over- 
whelmingly Democratic Congress to replace the one which had 
blocked the Administration’s domestic progress for two years. 

Two days after the election the presidential special train took 
me to Washington. There was a great demonstration in the Union 
Station in St. Louis, and when I arrived in the capital city, one of 
the largest crowds I have ever seen in Washington took part in a 
“homecoming” celebration. 

As the Vice President-elect and I rode up Pennsylvania Avenue 
to the plaudits of immense crowds, I saw a sign on the front of 
the Washington Post building which said, ‘‘Welcome home from 
the crow-eaters.”” i 

I sent that great newspaper word, “‘I have no desire to crow 
over anybody or to see anyone eat crow, figuratively or otherwise, 
We should all get together now and make a country in which every- 
body can eat turkey whenever he pleases. Incidentally I want to say 
that despite what your commentators and polls said, your news 
coverage of my campaign was fair and comprehensive.” 


Y thoughts kept going back, as I approached Inauguration 

Day, to someone I particularly wanted near me but who 
would not be there. I wished that my mother had lived long enough 
to see me sworn in as an elected President. 

A year and a half before, on July 25, 1947, serious news reached 
me from my mother’s home in Grandview, Mo. 

More than five months earlier she had fallen and had broken 
her right hip, She was 94 at the time, and it was plain that the 
injury was serious. Nevertheless we hoped for her recovery. 

At first the reports were excellent, and it was felt that she would

DIRECT PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARIES? 


Harry Truman reflects on the machinery for selecting candidates for 
the presidency: 


HE convention system has its faults but I do not know of a 

better method of choosing a presidential nominee. There has 
been a great deal of talk regarding the need of a presidential pri- 
mary, but there is not a man in the country who could afford the 
expenses of both a primary and a campaign. In theory, it sounds 
plausible, but the great population centers would have virtual con- 
trol of the nomination. Yet it has been my experience that the 
“country boys” sometimes know more about the needs of the 
country than the experts from the big city. 

Unless the federal government were to bear the expense of nomi- 
nation and election of candidates for the presidency, as some of us 
in the Senate favored, there would be no way for an individual to 
meet the expense of the necessary campaigns. I had to make a dou- 
ble campaign for the Senate in 1934 and again in 1940, and the 
cost was an unconscionable item. The primary nomination for 


senators is all right, I think, but a practicable approach to a presi- 
dential primary has never yet been worked out. 

The ideal situation would be for all the candidates—local, state 
and national—to be heard on a fair basis by all the people over 
the communication facilities of the nation, so that there would be 
no political advantage to anyone for reasons of personal wealth, or 
because of influence or favoritism on the part of the newspapers, 
the radio or television. 

The old ‘*boss” system was a vicious arrangement in both par- 
ties. Men like Mark Hanna of Cleveland, Bill Thompson of Chi- 
cago, Tom Pendergast of Kansas City, Ed Crump of Memphis, 
and dozens of others, exercised undue infiuence over the selec- 
tion of candidates. But none of them was more harmful than 
the present-day advertising-press approach to politics. Experts 
in the advertising field especially are adept at working the “big lie” 
technique, and the Republican party for a long time has had the 
support of powerful advertisers, the press, radio and television. 
This combination could work to defeat the will of the people.

be out of bed in six weeks or so. In May, however, her condition 
took a turn for the worse, and I spent 12 days with her in Grand- 
view. By May 30, however, she was better again and all of us were 
reassured. On July 12 she was “‘feeling much better” and on the 
19th Dr. Graham, who had gone to Grandview to see her and to 
consult with her physician, reported that she was recovering and 
that he would return to Washington. 

Now, however, a new and adverse report had come. Early on 
the morning of July 26 word came from Dr. Joseph W. Greene of 
Independence that Mother was not expected to live through the 
day, and I asked to have my plane ready at once. 

Tt was only a little after noon when, with a small party, I boarded 
the plane. An hour or so later a message was received by the pilot 
which General Graham handed to me. Mother, it reported, had 
passed away. 

Thad had more than an inkling of what I might expect, but no 
one can really be prepared for the passing of his mother. I read 
the words, but I could not describe my feelings if I would. 

“Well,” I remember saying to the general, “now she won't have 
to suffer any more.” 

Then I glanced at the message again. 

“She must have passed away,” I added, ‘‘just a little while after 
we took off.” 

Two days later she was buried beside my father in Forest Hill 
Cemetery in Kansas City, and little more than 24 hours later [ 
was back in Washington. 

When I succeeded Franklin Roosevelt, my mother had so wisely 
said it was no occasion for her to rejoice. She said that she could 
only feel grieved that President Roosevelt had died. But now that 
Thad been elected directly by the people as President in my own 
right, it would have been a great thrill for her to be present as her 
son took the oath. 


THE TROUBLED 


‘The Palestine issue was one of the most tangled that Truman had 
to face in the immediate postwar years. Mr. Truman, who has 
received awards and testimonials from many national Jewish or- 
ganizations (including the Zionist Organization of America and 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith) in recognition of 
his help and friendship for the Jews, made it U.S. policy “to bring 


DO not think I ever had as much pressure and propaganda 

aimed at the White House as | had in this instance. The per- 
sistence of a few of the extreme Zionist leaders—actuated by polit- 
ical motives and engaging in political threats—disturbed me and 
annoyed me. 

Individuals and groups asked me, usually in rather quarrelsome 
and emotional ways, to stop the Arabs, to keep the British from 
supporting the Arabs, to furnish 
American soldiers, to do this, 
that and the other. I think I can 
say that I kept my faith in the 
rightness of my policy in spite 
of some of the Jews. When I say 
“the Jews,” I mean, of course, 
the extreme Zionists. I know 
that most Americans of Jewish 
faith, while they hoped for the 
restoration of a Jewish home- 
land, are and always have been 
Americans first and foremost. It 
was a discouraging prospect in- 
deed. As I wrote to one of my 
assistants, “I surely wish God 
Almighty would give the Chil- 
dren of Israel an Isaiah, the 
Christians a St. Paul, and the 
Sons of Ishmael a peep at the 


'HE Democratic National Committee had asked my approval 

for full-scale ceremonies for the inauguration and I agreed. 
Victory had been snatched from a predicted disaster and I thought 
the party was entitled to have its day of celebration. 

Inauguration Day, Jan. 20, 1949, started with a breakfast with 97 
veterans of Battery D, which I commanded in France in 1918. These 
friends of World War I crowded around me, shaking my hand and 
calling me ‘‘Mr. President,” until I put a stop to it. ‘‘We’ll have 
none of that here,” I told them, and insisted that they call me 
“Captain Harry” as they had done in the Argonne 30 years before. 

Our former regimental chaplain, Monsignor L. Curtis Tiernan, 
said grace before that breakfast, and then, with 30 years of memo- 
ries to recount, we paid far less attention to our orange juice and 
our country ham, our hominy grits and fried eggs, than to each 
other. We fought the war again, as veterans always do, and I re- 
minded them of the part they were to play in the inaugural parade. 
They were to be a kind of “‘guard of honor” for me, and were to 
march in two long lines beside my car all the way from the Capitol to 
the reviewing stand before the White House. No one knew better 
than I that they were not the physical specimens they had been 
three decades earlier, but “I’m sure,” I told them, “‘that you can still 
make 120 steps a minute for a mile and a quarter.” 

More than a hundred thousand people, it was estimated, filled 
the great open space between the Capitol, the Supreme Court 
Building and the Congressional Library as Vice President Barkley 
and I made our way to the inaugural stand. 

At 12:23 Associate Justice Reed swore Senator Barkley in as 
Vice President, and six minutes later I took the oath from Chief 
Justice Vinson. The words were the same that I had repeated three 
years and nine months earlier when I had been called so unex- 
pectedly to the White House, but then only a handful of people 
were with me in the Cabinet Room.

policy was an American policy rather than an Arab or Jewish pol- 
icy. It was American, because it aimed at the peaceful solution of a 
world trouble spot. It was American, because it was based on the 
desire to see promises kept and human misery relieved. 

As the pressure mounted, I found it necessary to give instruc- 
tions that I did not want to be approached by any more spokes- 
men for the extreme Zionist cause. I was even so disturbed that 
I put off seeing Dr. Weizmann, 
who had asked for an interview 
with me. 

My old friend, Eddie Jacob- 
son, called on me at the White 
House and urged me to receive 
Dr. Weizmann. Eddie, who had 
been with me through the hard 
days of World War I, had never 
been a Zionist. He was of the 
Jewish faith and was deeply 
moved by the sufferings of the 
Jewish people abroad. 

I was always glad to see him. 
Not only had we shared so much 
in the past but I have always 
had the warmest feelings toward 
him. It would be hard to find a 
truer friend. Eddie said that 
he wanted to talk about Pales-

tine. I told him that I would 
rather he did not, and that I 
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Fashion...a man’s world, too 
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wanted to let the matter run its course in the United Nations. 

I do not believe that in all our 30 years of friendship a sharp 
word had ever passed between Eddie and me, and I was sorry 
that Eddie had brought up the subject. 

Eddie was becoming self-conscious, but he kept on talking. 
He asked me to bear in mind that some of the pro-Zionists who 
had approached me were only individuals and did not speak for 
any responsible leadership. 

I told him that I respected Dr. Weizmann, but if I saw him it 
would only result in more wrong interpretations. 

Eddie waved toward a small replica of an Andrew Jackson 
statue that was in my office. 

“He's been your hero all your life, hasn’t he?” he said, “I 
remember when we had the store that you were always reading 
books and pamphlets, and a lot of them were about Jackson. 
You put this statue in front of the Jackson County Courthouse 
in Kansas City when you built it. 

“TL have never met the man who has been my hero all my life,” 
he continued. ‘‘But I have studied his past like you have studied 
Jackson's. He is the greatest Jew alive, perhaps the greatest Jew 
who ever lived. You yourself have told me that he is a great 
statesman and a fine gentleman. I am talking about Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann. He is an old man and a very sick man, He has trav- 
eled thousands of miles to see you, and now you are putting off 
seeing him. That isn’t like you.” 

When Eddie left, I gave instructions to have Dr. Weizmann 
come to the White House as soon as it could be arranged. How- 
ever, there was to be no press coverage of his visit and no 
public announcement. 

Dr. Weizmann came on March 18. I told him, as plainly as I 
could, why I had at first put off seeing him. He understood. I 
explained to him that my primary concern was to see justice 
done without bloodshed. And when he left my office, I felt that 
he had reached a full understanding of my policy and that I 
knew what it was he wanted. 


Clash with ‘career men’ 


WAS always aware of the fact that not all my advisers looked 

at the Palestine problem in the same manner I did. The De- 
partment of State’s specialists on the Near East were, almost 
without exception, unfriendly to the idea of a Jewish state. Like 
most of the British diplomats, some of our diplomats also 
thought that the Arabs, on account of their numbers and be- 
cause of the fact that they controlled such immense oil re- 
sources, should be appeased. I am sorry to say that there were 
some among them who were also inclined to be anti-Semitic. 

I was never convinced by the arguments of the diplomats. 

On May 14 I was informed that the Provisional Government 
of Israel was planning to proclaim a Jewish state at midnight 
that day, Palestine time, which was when the British mandate 
came to an end. I decided to move at once and give American 
recognition to the new nation. I was told that to some of the 
career men of the State Department this announcement came 
as a surprise. It should not have been if these men had faithfully 
supported my policy. 

The difficulty with many career officials in the government is 
that they regard themselves as the men who really make policy 
and run the government. They look upon the elected officials as 
just temporary occupants. Every President in our history has 
been faced with this problem: how to prevent career men from 
circumventing presidential policy. Too often career men seek to 
impose their own views instead of carrying out the established 
policy of the Administration. Sometimes they achieve this by 
influencing the key men appointed by the President to put his 
policies into operation. It has often happened in the War and 
Navy Departments that the generals and the admirals, instead 
of working for and under the Secretaries, succeeded in having 
the Secretaries act for and under them. And it has happened in 
the Department of State. 

In the Palestine situation, as Secretary Lovett said to me 
after the announcement of the recognition of Israel, *“They al- 
most put it over on you.” 


MAKING BERLIN 
‘A LESSON TO ALL’ 


In the spring of 1948 the cold war threatened to become a 
hot war when the Soviets threw a blockade around Berlin, 
the free world’s enclave in Communist-ruled East Germany. 
Here Mr. Truman tells how the emergency airborne supply 
system for the city which, was improvised by General Lucius 
Clay, U.S. commander in Europe, was transformed into an 
operation that won a major propaganda victory for the West. 


BROUGHT up the situation at the Cabinet meeting of June 

25. Secretary of the Army Kenneth Royall maintained con- 
stant touch with General Clay in Germany and reported that a 
serious situation was developing. Clay was forced to make 
emergency arrangements to have essential supplies flown into 
the city, since Berlin, by now, was effectively blockaded by the 
Russians both by land and by water. On June 26 I directed that 
this improvised “airlift” be put on a full-scale organized basis 
and that every plane available to our European command be 
impressed into service. 

We had to face the possibility that Russia might deliberately 
choose to make Berlin the pretext for war, but a more immediate 
danger was the risk that a trigger-happy Russian pilot or hot- 
headed Communist tank commander might create an incident 
that could ignite the powder keg. 

General Clay came to the White House on July 22, 1948. He 
reported that the airlift had been averaging about 2,400 to 2,500 
tons per day, which was more than enough to handle food re-

quirements but was inadequate to include the necessary amounts 
of coal. I asked what problems would be involved in making 
additional planes available and was told by Air Force Chief of 
Staff General Vandenberg that if we put more planes on the 
Berlin airlift, the Military Air Transport Service would become 
disrupted. Vandenberg said that the maximum airlift would in- 
volve using planes intended for emergency use. This would ad- 
versely affect our capabilities to wage strategic warfare. If the 
majority of our planes were caught and destroyed, this would 
delay our ability to supply our forces and hold outlying bases. 

General Vandenberg also pointed out that the air lanes to 
Berlin belonged to the Russians as well as us and that if we in- 
creased our traffic to the point where they could claim that they 
were forced out, international incidents might result. 

I then asked General Clay what risks would be involved if 
we tried to supply Berlin by means of armed convoys. The gen- 
eral said he thought the initial reaction of the Russians would 
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be to set up roadblocks. Our engineers would be able to clear 
such obstacles, provided there was no Russian interference, but 
the next step the Russians would take, General Clay thought, 
would be to meet the convoys with armed force. 

Robert Lovett, who was in attendance with Secretary Mar- 
shall, asked Clay if he thought that the Russians might try to 
block our airplanes with fighter patrols or by other methods. 
General Clay said he felt that the Russians would not attack our 
planes unless they had made the decision to go to war. 

The main question was: how could we remain in Berlin with- 
out risking all-out war? 

General Vandenberg said again that he felt the concentration 
of aircraft necessary to provide Berlin with all its supplies by air 
would mean reducing our air strength elsewhere, both in planes 
and in personnel. An emergency would find us more exposed 
than we might be able to afford. 

I did not agree with the Air Force Chief of Staff. I directed 
the Air Force to furnish the fullest support possible to the 
problem of supplying Berlin. General Vandenberg interjected 
that that would not be possible unless additional airfield facili- 
ties were constructed in Berlin. General Clay pointed out that 
he had already selected a site for an additional field. General 
Vandenberg then assured me that the Air Force would devote 
its entire energy to the carrying out of my order. 

We had to be prepared to expand the airlift to a maximum 
while continuing talks with the Russians to see if the blockade 
could not be removed by agreement. 

Some voices were raised in America calling for a break with 
the Russians. These people did not understand that our choice 
was only between negotiations and war. There was no third way. 
As long as the Russians were willing to continue talks—however 
futile—there would be no shooting. 

The battle of diplomacy was overshadowed, however, by the 
drama of the aerial convoys that, day after day, winged their 
way into Berlin. By mid-October, General Clay could state as a 
proved conclusion that the airlift was no longer an experiment. 

As 1948 ended and 1949 began, we had fought off the Russian 
attempt to force us out of Berlin. The longer the blockade con- 
tinued, the more the technical efficiency of the airlift improved 
and the more the people of Germany looked toward the West 
to strengthen them in their determination to remain free. Berlin 
had become a symbol of America’s—and the West’s—dedication 
to the cause of freedom. 

The Kremlin began to see that their effort to force us out was 
doomed. Russia’s toughness and truculence in the Berlin matter 
had led many Europeans to realize the need for closer military 
assistance ties among the Western nations, and this led to discus- 
sions which eventually resulted in the establishment of NATO.

n only when his mind was fully fixed. “I could devoutly 
he said, “that there were some method by which the American 
people could... point out the path of my true duty. But it appears 
that this is a question that first I alone must answer.” 1 
the biggest of all the rallies greeted President Eisenhower, turn the page.
